Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1962. 

Home  Population 

The  Registrar  G-eneral' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
A, 970  which  represents  an  increase  of  70  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  74  (39  M.  35  F.)  an  increase  of  12  over 
that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate  wa,s  14*89 
which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Comparability  Factor  to 
allow  comparison  with  the  birth-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes  15*19  and 
was  somewhat  lower  than  that  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Two  stillbirths  (2  M. )  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  wa.s 
accordingly  26.32  compared  with  that  of  18.1  for  England  and  Vi/ales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Infant  Mortality  Rate 

There  was  only  one  infant  death  due  to:- 

Severe  erythroblastosis  fetalis  -  18  hours 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  accordingly  13*51  and  being  lovrer 
than  that  of  21.4  for  England  and  Wales,  compensates  for  the  higher  stillbirth 
rate,  although  the  figures  are  too  small  for  valid  comparative  rates. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i. e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  are  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectasis, 
birth  injury  and  congenital  malformations,  and  the  chief  maternal  factor  is 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  and  Abortion. 

Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  og  deaths  from  all  causes  was  105  (47  M.  58  F*)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  21.13;  this  high  crude  rate  is  due  to 
two  factors,  namely  to  the  higher  proportion  of  aged  residents  and  to  West 
Vi ew  Chronic  Sick  Hospital  where  the  mortality  is  naturally  higher  and  from 
which  deaths  are  assigned  to  the  Borough  when  a  patient  has  been  resident  for 
more  that  six  months.  The  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Comparability  Factor  which  is 
computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  allows 
for  these  factors  and  after  adjustment  the  crude  rate  becomes  reduced  to 
11.20  which  affords  comparison  with  that  of  11.9  for  England  and  ’Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  those  from  natural  causes  amongst  the 
aged  i. e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  those  there  were  64. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  9  (3  M.  6  F.) 
or  approximately  14:o  of  those  deaths.  The  numbers  of  deaths  were  in  the 
following  age-groups;  between  61  and  70  years  4;  between  71  and  80  years  4; 
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over  80  years  1 .  Although  the  causation  of  disease  of  the  Coronary 
Artery  is  still  obscure  it  is  probable  that  a  degenerative  factor  is 
associate  with  it. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  20,  mostly  amongst  the  aged.  Complete  cure 
can  be  effected  if  the  diagnosis  is  established  reasonably  early,  but  delay  by 
patients,  particularly  the  elderly  in  seeking  medical  advice,  having  regard, 
however,  to  the  insidious  nature  of  the  disease,  is  the  most  common  factor, 
associated  with  late  diagnosis. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  3  (2  M.  1  F. ;  deaths.  The  ages  at  death  were 
59?  6l  and  62  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  5  deaths,  although  the  site  is  superficial 
compared  to  that  of  the  lung,  and  should  facilitate  earlier  diagnosis  and 
treatment. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exceptional 
incidence. 

The  Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  was  at  a  minimum  throughout  the 
year.  There  was  no  case  of  the  more  serious  infections,  namely  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Meningitis  etc.  ,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  there 
was  no  case  of  Whooping  Cough  which  was  in  all  probability  due  to  the  barrier 
created  by  preventive  vaccination. 

Measles 

This  was  a  non-epidemic  year,  only  8  cases  having  been  notified.  The 
virus  is  however  always  present  amongst  children  and  outbreaks  occur  when  a 
sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has  accumulated.  The  serious 
complications,  namely  Bronchopneumonia,  Acute  Otitis  Media  and  Acute 
Encephalitis  in  that  order  of  frequency  are  comparatively  rare,  but  may 
occasionally  occur  during  an  epidemic. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Four  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase  the  disease  is 
comparatively  mild  and  its  serious  complications  namely  Carditis,  Acute 
Suppurative  Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Nephritis  rarely  supervene  today,  although 
the  latter  i^ay  accur  more  frequently  and  unexpectedly. 

No  other  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy to  record  that  no  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
was  notified,  compared  with  four  in  the  previous  year. 

One  case  of  Non-Re spiratory  (Tuberculous  Epididymitis)  wras  notified, 
but  this  disease  is  very  rare. 

There  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of  modem 
treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and 
also  the  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  co-operation.
